- Are- country: people. less -moral

The subject was discussed dur 
ing the sitting of the Church Con- 
gress at Plymouth. Several rcea- 
sons were put forward for the lack 
of~morality-in-the- villages, one 
speaker’ urging that it was due to 
the fear country people had: 
of making a childless marriage. 

Another speaker stated that in 
many’ parts of the countryside a 
woman would rather die a mother 
than a maiden. 

The Bishop of Norwich, who took 
a leading part in the subject, said 
three points emerged from his 
study of the subject. 

“Those who go wrong’ in the 
country, to a far more common ex- 
tent than in the towns, eventually 
come forward to be married. After 
marriage loose living is rarer in the 

country than in towns. 

“Townspeople, who arc more 
sophisticated, keep secict their 
unchastity before or after mar- 
fiage, and evade general sus- 
picion by securing that there 
shall be no tangible evidence of 

‘their wrongdoing, 

“The chief remaiy for this kind 
of disaster in the country,” added 
the Bishop, “ lies, I believe, in two 
things. First, when young people 
are growing up, teach them with 
some useful book the meaning. of 
marriage, so that it may.:not be at | 
the wedding that they first learn 
what the Prayer Book has to say 
upon the subject.
